'l^YHEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
f f Slate of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to tbo Home Guards, iu counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
tho Military Board, were lately siezed by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of de- 
posit in Mayfield; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of tbo Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed tho following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley— 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as be may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
npw issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within tbo jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to tbo 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such citizens iu good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of tbo State; at the same time warniug 
all concerned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

Reeolred, That the Governor be, and he is here 
by requested, to transmit immediately to the

A Voice from Wolfe County. 

At a large and re.spectablc meeting of tbe 
citizens of Wolfe county, held in tbe town 
of Campton, on Monday, tbe 9tb day of 
September, 1861, without distinction of par- 
ty, oil motion, William Congleton was call- 
ed to tbe chair, and II. D. .Spradlin appoint- 
ed secretary. Tbe ebairman appointed tbe 
following gentlemen a committee to draft 
resolutions expre.ssive of tbe sense of the 
meeting, viz: E. P. Hobb.s, B. D. Rose, and 
John R. Brown. Said committee retired, 
and agreed upon and presented tbe following 
set of resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted, viz: 

1. Resolved, That we seriously deplore tbe 
present distracted condition of our country, 
and look mostly to the interposition of Di- 
vine Providence for a peacelnl and happy 
adjustment of our pre.sent national difficul- 
ties, but, at tbe same time, we are satisfied 
that it is our duty to use our utmost exer- 
tions, one and all, to have tbe difficulty set 
tied on terms .satisfactory to all loyal" citi 
zens of our government, wbetlier’ of tlu 
north or the south. 

2. Resolved, That, in our opinion, it is tbe 
duty of all citizens to obey and respect tbe 
laws of the government under which tbev 
live whilst they remain in that government, 
and that as tbe State of Kentucky ban not 
seceded from, or rebelled against tbe gov- 
ernment of the United .States, we deem it to 
be tbe duty of her citizens still to respect 
and ob.serve the laws and constitution of 
said government, and any other coiir.se taken 
by her people would, in our opinion, be rev- 
olutionary in its character, and would tie- 
serve the condemnation of all loyal people 
and civilized govcrninents. 

3. Resolved, That we look to the Consti- 
tution of tbe United .States, as formed bv 
the fathers of the revolution, as tbe palla- 
dium of our civil and religious liberty, and 
believe that from it has emanated all our 
former and present happiness and prosperi- 
ty. And, 

Resolved fariher. That we are willing to 
live and to die under that constitution, 
whilst the same is administered according to 
its substantial import and meaning: and 
we further believe that the said constitu- 
tion has not as yet proved a failure, but that, 
if any wrong has been done under color of 
authority from said instrument, that it has 
been committed in violation of the same. 

4. Resolved, That we believe that the 
present troubles in our government has been 
brought about by defeated and dissatisfied 
politicians, who did not have 'he good of 
their country at heart, and said troubles are 
not chargeable to the common people; and 
we believe that if the common people could 
be called on at the ballot-box, that thev 
would speedily settle the matter, and agai 
restore peace to our land and nation; and 
we earnestly implore leading government 
officers to propose an adjustment of the mat 
ter by having the question submitted to th 
common people of all the .Slates. 

5. Resolved, That, whereas, a short time 
]iast a jiorlioii of the citizens of Morgan and 
^\ olfe counties held a meeting in the town 
of Hazlegreen, and passed resolutions de 
daring that they would not abide by and 
obey the laws of the United .Stated passed 
at the last session of Congress, laving a tax 
on the State of Kentucky for tlie pur|x>sc of 
carrying on the present war, and for paying 
the expenses of said government, and "also 
passed resolutions that they would aid 
any person or persons in carrying properly 
and supplies to aid the .Southern Confedera- 
cy, (which is in violation of the constitution 
and laws of the United .States;) now. be .

Letter from Mercer County. 

Mercer Co., Ky., Sept. 11, 1861. 

Since the unprovoked invasion of Ken- 
tucky by the Confederate forces, the feelings 
of the Union men of this section has be- 
come more intensified than ever against the 
nefarious effort now in progress to overthrow 
that mild and beneficent government which 
has given to us heretofore peace and pros- 
perity with national character, power and 
glory. The prevailing sentiment now is, 
that by the act of the Confederates themselves, 
Kentucky neutrality is at an end, with 
whatever relief it may have afforded, amidst 
civil war, to either North or South, or to the 
citizens of tlie .State itself Patriotic Ken 
tucky, like a lofty monument upon the sum 
mit of the western hills, was the first to re- 
ceive the genial rays of the glorious sun of 
Union when it rose upon our land, after a 
tempestuous preceding night of Confederacy 
and of anarchy; and it was appropriate that 
here, too, those beams should linger latest 
gilding, with their gentle radiance, the last 
spot where former freedom, personal securi 
ty and kindly fraternal feeling still remain 
ed. And now, that the rushing storm-cloud 
of another dark and dreary night of con- 
federate anarchy has shut out the last twink- 
ling star of hope, the Union men here stand 
ready to meet the crisis as becomes men and 
patriots. 

They feel that the time for'temporizing id 
past, and that with that peaceful neutrality, 
which the rebels have themselves destroyed, 
ail toleration, courtesy or consideration for 
those who have brought these evils upon us, 
must also forever pass away. They cannot, 
therefore, but feel indignant that the Legis- 
lature should have descended so far from its 
proper position, as to have suspended its 
own momentous and pressing duties, and 
granted the use of the Capitol building for a 
Convention of the insidious spies and traitors 
and sympathizers with rebellion, who have 
been the chief agents in bring about the 
present deplorable crisis. The seeming 
countenance and consideration which is thus 
given to these men in concocting their trai- 
torous schemes to divide Kentucky into bel 
ligerent factions, and to embarrass the prop 
er, natriotic action of the Slate, will unques 
tionably tend to forward their designs. 

It is the decided and unanimous opinion 
of the Union men here, that after the clear 
and unequivocal evidence which Kentucky 
has given of her unalterable determination 
to remain faithful to the government of our 
fathers, every citizen who has the slightest 
regard for the interests of the .State, or for 
the ‘‘State rights,” of which so many loudly 
talk, should firmly and unflinchingly sustain 
the State in the position she has taken. It 
is also their decided conviction that the 
most energetic measures should be at once 
adopted to arrest and punisb every individu- 
al who creates and promotes a factions op 
position to the known will of the State, or 
who' in any other manner, affords aiil and 
« comfort to those infuriated and fanatical 
enemies who have lawlessly invaded our 
territory and taken possession of our towns. 
The Rubicon is now passed. Kentucky 
must rise in her strength, and not only drive 
these indvaders from her soil, but teach 
ibem, in their own territory, to fear and to re- 
spect the power of that National Govern- 
ment, which, in their desperation and mad- 
ness, they seek to overthrow. 

In order to accomplish anything effective 
at such a moment, and against so vigilant 
and prompt an enemy, the most decisive 
measures are needed.

On Monday last Judge Nuttall, in the dis- 
charge of his official duties, opened the fall 
term of the Boone circiut court.

At two o’clock, after the ringing of the 
court house bell and public outcry, he pro 
needed to make one of his characteristic 
speeches, in which he trailed his official er 
mine in the filth and slough of disunionism, 
and placed himself on the lowest level of the 
partisan demagogue, and yet he is the high 
est judicial lunctionary of our courty — the 
first conservator of her peace. On that oc 
casion he gave utterance to language and 
opinions which stamp him one of the most 
shameless and unscrupulous of the hoard of 
official disorganizers of the day with whom 
our State is cursed.

Official Report of Oen. Rosecrans. 

Washington, .Sept. 12. — The following is 
Geo. Rosecrans' official report : 

Camp i?coTT, Sept. 11, P. M. 

To CoL E. D. Townsend : 

We yesterday marched 174 miles and 
reached the enemy's entrenched position in 
front of Cornix Ferry, driving his advanced 
outside and pickets before us. We found 
him occupying a strong entrenched position 
covered by a forest too dense to admit of its 
being seen at a distance of 300 yard.s. Ilis 
force was seven regiments besides the one 
driven in. At 3 o’clock we began a strong 
recoil noissance, which proceeded to such 
length that we were about to assault the po- 
sition on the flank and front, when night 
coming on, our troops being completely ex 
hausted, I drew them out of the woods and 
posted them in order of battle behind ridges, 
immediately in front of the enemy’s position 
where they rested on their arms till morning 
Shortly afterwards a runaway contraband 
came in and reported that the enemy had 
crossed the Gauley during the night by 
means of the ferry and a bridge which they 
had completed. 

Col. Erving was ordered to take possession 
of the camp, which he did at about 7 o’clock 
capturing a lew prisoners, two Stand of col 
ors, a considerable quantity of arms, with 
Quartermasters’ stores, messing and camp 
equipage. 

The enemy has destroyed the bridge across 
the Gauley, which here goes through a deep 
gorge and our troops being still much fati 
gued, and having no material forimmediately 
replacing the bridge, it was thought prudent 
to encamp the troops and occupy the Ferry 
and captured cajnp, sending a few rifled can 
non shots after the enemy to produce a mor- 
al eff’ect. Our loss will probably amount to 
20 killed and 100 wounded. 'The enemy's 
loss is not ascertained, but from reports 
must have been considerable.
